Washington, Dec, tO.— Coinage of a 
new sliver dollar symlrallc of an era 
of peace will be started immediately 
by the mint. Director Raymond T. Ba- 
ker announced today after gaining the 
Presidents a ss en t to the design. It 
will replace the durrsnt silver dollar, 
'coinage of which waa resumed this 
year after a lapse in the coinage since 
1M4. 

The obverse side of the new coin is 
-a. new heeA of Idberty with the word, 
•Xlberty" and "lis Ood We Trust" On 
the reverse Is the eagle sitting on a 
mountain top with the rayn of the 
burning sun of a new era radiating 
from the baae. The eagle staada on a 
broken sword symbolic of the arms 
conference, and the olive branch of 
peace. Below the eagle Is the word, 
"Peace;" and the dealgnation of the 
statue above the wotda "BL 'Pluribus 
Unum.'" 

Mr, Baker announced that 'the 
blanka are prepared and that 700,000 
or 800,000 new dollars will be coined 
before January 1. Circulation will be 
started on December 2g.

IThU means that there 
la a genuine demand for Somaraet 
crude and the independent purchasing 
agents are willing to pay premiums to 
obtain the Kentucky product The op- 
erators hold the opinion that bafors 
^long another Increase will take place 
and that Somerset Light will touch 
the It.OO mark by the end of the year.
